T he m ourners will see only 
the coffin, with the official regalia and

The flowers alone contributed by 
organizations and Individuals will rep­ 
resent m any thousands of dollars In 
value T he most elaborate wreath has 
been seat from Windsor, consisting of 
costly white flowers, interwoven with 
purple, which is the royal mourning 
color.
